“ It looks like it is above us a 
little bit. eight feet up the pitch." 
Pitch is the term for slope in­ 
clination. 
Uncertain About Digging 
Smith asked w hether Fellin be­ 
lieved he could dig to the probe. 
“ I 
don’t 
know,” 
Fellin 
said. 
“You m ust have hit som ething 
hard — a sulphur wall (an ex­ 
trem ely hard wall of p y rite).” 
Rescue 
w orkers 
forced 
com ­ 
pressed air through the new hole 
to see if Fellin and Throne could 
spot dust and pinpoint the probe, 
but the m iners said they could 
not. 
The trapped men inform ed the 
surface that if a new probe w as 
necessary, they would not be able 
to drill any farther west lest it 
be com pletely off course. 
Fellin, 
who 
had 
plotted 
the 
course of the drilling, did not 
show im m ediate disappointm ent. 


‘‘Maybe som ething will work 
out,” he said. 
R escuers also sent down a com­ 
pass to aid the m iners in locat­ 
ing the m etal drill. 


Heard Drill Earlier 


E arlier, fellin and throne re ­ 
ported they could hear the huge 
rotary drill cutting through the 
rock above and said it w as “ on 
targ et.” 


R escuers had hoped to enlarge 
the 12-inch hole to 174 inches; 
the larger hole conceivably could 
serve as the escape hatch with 
the use of a m etal cylinder raised 
and lowered by cables. 
Nothing w as heard from a third 
m iner, im prisoned about 18 feet 
aw ay from Fellin and Throne. 
Hopes 
for 
his 
survival 
have 
dim m ed. 


Fellin, who has rem ained buoy­ 
ant through the 
10-day ordeal, 
bantered and joked earlier today 
with rescuers above ground, ask 
ing for his wife and noting: 


“ Nine 
days.

The last sign of life from Bova. 
according to Fellin. was tapping 
signals heard late Tuesday. Bova, 
he said, tapped three tim es to 
indicate he was alive, then twice 
to say that he was not bleeding, 
then tw ice m ore to signal that he 
w as not covered with rock. 


But, though food was dropped 
through the contact hole W ednes­ 
day, it was presum ed Bova had 
not eaten since the cave-in. and 
hopes 
for 
rescuing 
him 
alive 
dwindled. 
When the 12-ineh hole is com ­ 
pleted. it will be plugged with a 
m etal device, and this reinforced 
with cem ent, to prevent debris 
from dropping into the tiny cham ­ 
ber containing Fellin and Throne. 
Designs Hatch 
Then 
will 
begin 
the 
30-hour 
chore of enlarging the hole to 
174 inches, on the presum ption 
that a custom -m ade m etal cylin­ 
der — under construction to d a y - 
wili be able to lift the two men 
to the surface. 
The 61--foot-long escape hatch, 
designed 
by 
Clyde 
M acham er, 
president of the Independent Min­ 
ers Association 'IM A ), is to be 
built in two diam eters — for use 
in a 174-ineh opening and a 24- 
inch opening. 
If Fellin and Throne cannot be 
rem oved 
through

to accom m odate the larger tube. 
The interior of the sm aller tube 
designed by M acham er will be 15 
to 154 inches in diam eter. M ach­ 
am er, 5 feet 7 inches tall and 225 
pounds, said he could fit, and 
neither of the captives is that 
heavy.
